Discussion turns to clothes and a brief examination is made 
of the clothing they are wearing.

Scene: 

Wife and daughter exchange glances and coming up close to 
father, who sits in easy chair by center table, each puts 
out a leg toward him for him to seo.

Maid busy bringing out dishes from dining room, cleaning up, 
putting things away, mopping up floor and finally goes into 
dining room with dust mop held aloft*

Title: 

A large fair presents a unique opportunity to call attention 
to new and interesting developments in almost any line of 
human activity* 

Scene : 

Family arriving at fair, get out of auto and go into fair 
building* 

Title: 

The Government does a great deal of educational work by means 
of exhibits* 

Scenes : 

Succession of shots of the government cotton units*

New industrial uses for cotton are developing almost daily.

Turns out lights, crosses to window, pulls back curtain, opens 
casement and stands in moonlight. Turns away from window, kicks 
off slippers, turns down bed clothes, slips out of negligee and 
gets into bed, pulling up sheets and blanket about shoulders.
